The Evangelical Knowledge Society 
reported about $50,000; the American 
Church Missionary Society about $85,000; 
the Evangelica) Education Society, which 
is just one year old, about $35,000 : mak- 
ing a total of about $170,000. This is an 
increase of fifty per cent. upon the total 
of any previous year. It proves that the 
contributions of these organizations are 
daily enlarging, and that a new measure 
of benevolence has been accepted by them 
all. Ifthe new plans of work adopted at 
the business meetings be carried into exe- 
cution, then the combined receipts for the 
next year must and will be at least $250,- 
000. There is to be a more general distri- 
bution of the works of the Evangelical 
Knowledge Society, which are so admira- 
bly adapted to inform the church on the 
issues which are now before us. Such 
books as Dr. Stone’s “Living Temple,” 
“Christian Sacraments,” and “ Divine 
Rest,” as “Goede on Baptism,” on the 
“ Validity of Non-Episcopal Orders,” ctc., 
are to be put into the hands of every min- 
ister, and on the shelves of every parish 
library, just as rapidly as the neecssary 
funds are received. The American Church 
Missionary Society, besides extending its 
operations in this country, proposes a 
mission to Mexico and South America. 
“A great door and effectual” has been 
opened to it in that neglected continent. 
That the necessary means will be as provi- 
dentially provided is almost assured by 
the fact that during the year just closed 
the income has been $35,000 more than 
ever heretofore. And the men are wait- 
ing to be sent. The Evangelical Educa- 
tion Society have already one hundred 
students upon their list. The president, 
who is an enthusiast in this branch of our 
work, told me that they expected to 
double this number during the coming 
year. Gertainly these facts demonstrate 
the healthy condition of the Evangelical 
branch of the Episcopal Church. The. 
clergy and laity are alive to the dangers 
of the times, and, they are firm in their 
resistance of that error and polity which 
are so menacing. The church cannot 
and will not be either undermined or be- 
trayed without a very sharp struggle.

NICODEMUS DISCIPLES.

“Nicopemus disciples.” The phrase is 
Whitetield’s. It commemorates a man 
who “first came to Jesus by night”; and 
it describes a class of persons who keep 
their religion in the dark. Whitefield in 
his day was surrounded by them. Men 
and women of rank and culture mingled 
abundantly in the crowds that hung upon 
his lips, and they were often thrilled by 
the magnetism of his eloquence. So 
many of them sought his instructions se- 
cretly that he was wont to speak of his 
class of Nicodemus disciples. 

The men that are shy of showing their 
religion have not died out. Religion now

Of the men who hide all outward marks 
of piety there are two classés—one in the 
the church, and one out of it. Within the 
church how many there are who are 
afraid they shallexhibit some tokens .of 
earnest piety. There are men of fine cul- 
ture who seem to dread loss of caste, and 
tolook upon any form of spiritual activity 
aslittle better than vulgar. The men of 
wealth—how often they shrink from 
standing by their poorer brethren in the 
common work ; and how they grudge the 
time that is money—or luxury. How 
seldom do eminent lawyers, even though 
professing Christians, actively unite with 
their brethren in the labors and social 
meetings of the church. Yet why this 
difference? There is but one path to 
heayen—the way the Master trod. Here 
isno aristocracy. Therich man’s wealth 
ig no more exempt than the poor man’s 
poverty. Great talents and valuable ttme 
cannot shake off the hand of Christ. The 
man of culture will not be suffered’ by his 
Lord to call his active service low and de- 
grading. ‘“ Whosoever shall be ashamed 
of me and of my words, of him shall the 
Son of Man be ashamed.” There is an 
urgent call for a change of sentiment 
and practice in this whole class of men. 
Come forth, friends, into the daylight and 
the sunshine. Be menin your religion, as 
much as in your business. Make your- 
selves worth as much to the church as you 
are to the world. Give the Lord your 
force of character, and then we shall know 
that you have given him yourselves. 

But there is another class who stay in 
theWark while they are longing and wait- 
ing for light. Scattered through the com- 
munity, how many persens there are who 
think they are Christians, who would not 
for worlds give up their timid hope, 
and who yet do not venture publicly to 
profess Christ.

They relish its duties, if 
they but dared assume them. They pine 
for its privileges, if they might but enjoy 
them. They would shrink from none of 
its responsibilities, if they only had 
strength for them. To such persons— 
thoughtful, and anxious, and shrinking— 
we say, Dear friend, you are in darkness 
chiefly because you stay in the dark ; and

THE TASK OF WESTERN COL- 
LEGES 


BY PRESIDENT MAGOUN, OF IOWA COLLEGE. 


IN its broadest compass, and in iis rela- 
tions to society at large, the task of West- 
ern colleges is to ehange a sensuous civili- 
zation—or, at least, a leadivg portion of it 
—into an intellectual, a scholarly, and a 
Christian one. The West has a ctviliza- 
tion. It has one of its own. If the South 
in the days of slavery could be said to 
have one at all, surely the Northwest, with 
free institutions, common schook, and di- 
versified indusiry, has one. I do noi call 
it material. All civilization is such, in 
that it is the result of mental power exert- 
ed upon material objeets. But its ends 
and formative ruling ideas give it charac- 
ter. The Puritan age encountered physi- 
cal nature as ours does, and in more stub- 
born forms. Its first task was to conquer 
the material. Bat it did so under high 
and grand intellectual impulses, derived 
from the seats of English learning, and 
with the inspiration of religious ideas 
caught from the life of Reformed Chris- 
tianity over sea. Western civilization is 
neither intellectual nor spiritual in its ori- 
gin. Its god is gain. I do not call it sens- 
fal. The elaborate and exquisite luxury 
of older communities—and better evangel- 
ized—surpasses it in this regard. But itis 
sensuous. It appeals to eye and ear, to 
taste and touch, rather than to the higher 
faculties of mind. It deals in the exter- 
nal, the present, the evanescent. Its tri- 
umphs, mighty and wondrous, are in the 
sensible. Its most refined forms of popu- 
lar pleasure are the theater and the opera. 
Its highest achievements are the tunnel 
under Lake Michigan and the Pacific Rail- 
way. Chicago is its typical city. Six- 
story iran fronts to business houses, cast 
‘in the moulds of Corinthian art, are its 
most characteristic embellishments for the 
streets of a metropolis. Plenty, power,

The whale 
West is an illustration. Very little of the 
capital that is profitable there went there 
with Western men. Most of them car- 
ricd but a pair of hands. It has been 
produced there from the soil, or it 
belongs Eastward. The editor of Tae 
INDEPENDENT wroie home last winter 
that he had learned to have less confidenee 
in Western churches than in any other 
Western institutions; and, comparing the 
gigantic and costly railway depots of stone 
with those of the East, he had determined 
never to give a dollar to a needy Western 
church seeking to build a louse of wor- 
ship till Western men came to New York 
and gave a decent depot to the Long 
Island Railroad. Those stupendous struc- 
tures in our Western railroad centers were 
put up by Eastern capital, and by the gains 
of Eastern capital derived from the carry- 
ing trade and travel of the West. They 
are the fruits and proofs of the tax which 
labor there pays to foreign capital which 
it does not itself possess. All interest on 
investments beyond the Lakes is higher 
than elsewhere, because the means of in- 
vestment are seanty. The great trans- 
portation companies are managed and 
owned in New York. Their carnings are 
in Wall Street. They swell the purses of 
Eastern millionaires, who would prefer 
stocks in railroads at home, if the labor of 
the one section were at once as profitable 
and as poor as that of the other. In the 
villages of Massachusetts they complain 
that the gains of shrewd and selfish men 
are sent West for investment, and do not 
benefit the places where they reside. 
More than half the land of the county of 
Central Iowa in which I live has been 
owned by Eastern men. Great sections 
of those states have been shingled over 
with land-war‘ants held by New England 
Christians and deacons of New England 
churches. It has often been the insur- 
mountable obstacle to imprcvement and 
education, the great curse of our new set- 
tlements, that the soll in great part be- 
longed to non-residents, held by Eastern 
capital for a rise from the toil and priva- 
tions of the poor Western farmer in sub- 
duing and improving the adjacent acres. 

Christians at the West have entered 
upon this college task with such self-deny- 
ing effort and munificence in giving—in 
proportion to their slender and insufficient 
meuns—as the wealthy East knows noth- 
ing of. If this is now said for the first 
time, itis time that It were said. The 
Congregational brother who would be ex- 
pected in New England, according to his 
property, to sign five dollars for the sup- 
port of the Gospel, in Iowa gives fifty or 
seventy-five. He must; if he did not do

REV. HENRY WARD BEECHER.

* Tas passage is usually employed to 
Reach the duty of setting an eminent ex- 
‘ample im Christian life. It is profitable so 
Yo make use of it. But there is something 
more of instruction in it than that. In- 
deed, the very ground and reason why our 
fexample is beneficial is a theme which, 
hough it is not often considered, is full as 
*worthy of instruction as the mere ques- 
Zion of example itself. The shining of 
ght alone is of but little account. The 
implication is that when the light shines» 
Plearly it reveals something. The uniyer- 
Jal feeling is, that light, if not the source 
vf beauty, is its revelator. So beauty and 
light come to be interfiliated. When one 
is to be beautiful he is to shine. When 
Rhe world is said to shine, it is equivalent

the exercise of this crownin 
benevolence, that you did not fe 


man or woman ‘that habitually exereised 
this virtue, that men did not say they were 
reverend and beautiful. 

And it is not by figures, either, in such 
cases, For not merely are these qualities 
beautiful in the sense of moral fitness— 
though they are eminently beautiful in that 
way ; but the persons themselves are beau- 
tiful in the sense of physical beauty. I 
hold that the mind is perpetually impress- 
ing itself on the body, and that gesture, 
and attitude, and a thousand physical ap- 
Pearances, are the result of mental pro- 
Cesses within. The words used, the tones 
of the voice, the general expression of the 
face, the carriage, and the manners, are 
ungestionabl made beautiful by the pre- 
dominant influence in any one of a noble 
benevolence, of a deep affection- 
ateness, of the true love element. 
Nay, those moments when some illustri- 
ous expression darts upon the face are 
the moments which, as it were, daguer- 
reotype themselves on the memory. We 
“oO not remember our friends as they 
looked all the time, but as they looked in 
& point of time when some expression 
broke out on their face, or in some partic- 
ular posture or place. The moment that 
we catch are those moments when the 
whole face is made luminous by the ex- 
pression that springs from some great and 
noble inward feeling. Who has not scen 
ab.own and most homely face transfic- 
ured so that it shone as bright as the 
light? And, on the other hand, who has 
not seen faces whose features were comely 
by physical harmony and symmetry made 
hideous when some wyathful or’ malig- 
nant passion sent its scowl across them ? 
And all the world, if they will think of it, 
will recognize the fact that the expres- 
sion of malignant feclings is homely, and 
the expression of benign feelings is beau- 


tiful, Moral qualities have the power of 


shining through and making the face 
beautitul, the manners beautiful, the 
whole manhood beautiful. 


Take conscience as a moral quality. It 
has a variety of ways in which it devel- 
ops itself. Truth is only a manifestation 
of conscience. Equity is simply another 
word for conscience. Fairness and honor 
are also inflections of conscience. And 
the general effect produced by eminent 
conscience upon a character can scarcely 
be doubted. A man that is kind, and 
gentle, and withal just, is more beautiful, 
I think, than any statue can be. A man 
that is characterized by openness, upright- 
ness, and unsuspiciousness, and that is 
pervaded with the sentiment of benefi- 
cence—such a man becomes royal, not 
neon in moral aspects, but in physical as 
well. 

The glow of faith, of hope, and “of rey- 
erence, although seldom seen, alike im- 
press all men with this quality of beauty. 
When painters seek to make up their em- 
inent figures, what do- they search for— 
they whose profession required thea to be 
analyzers and judgers of the qualities of 
beauty ? What is it that they would fain 
find for a Madonna’s face ? What are the 
qualities which they would choose by 
which to represent angelic beauty, but 
those of faith, and hope, and reverence, 
and love, and truth? I think that every- 

ody is a saint-worshiper somewhere. 
Even wicked men, as bandits in their 
caves, Will have in some niche a picture 
of the Virgin, that they lookon with 
strange sensations. I think that the 
worst men have a little Madonna some- 
where in their hearts. It may be @ pure 
and noble sister, who, notwithstanding 





unmistakeable manifestation of moral 
ness, There is that in every man’s 
heart that naturally rebounds at the sight 
ofit. Even a stone lifted up like a cliff 
sends back the echo of your voice in the 
morning or at evening; but God has made 
the human heart to have more echoes than 
any cliff or stone; and there is no exhibi- 
tion of love or conscience in - i man that 
does not find some rebound of the same 
feeling in every one that benolds it. If 
you speak from your reason, it is reason in 
the one who listens to you that catches 
what you say. if you speak from wit and 
mirth, it is wit and mirth in those whom 
a address that take in what you say. 
f you speak from poetry and imagination, 
it is poetry and imagination in others that 
respond to what you say. If you speak to 
the heart of your fellow-men, it is from the 
heart that they send back a recognition of 
what you say. There is that in the moral 
structure of the human mind that. responds 
to the exhibition of moral qualities, and 
echoes them back 

I know that men have been accustomed 
to suppose that, if 2 man was wicked, he 
could not bear goodness; but it is not so. 
You know, a man that is intemperate ad- 
mires temperance. A man that is dishon- 
est admires honesty. A man that lies 
himself admires truth in others. A man 
that is acerb in his own disposition ad- 
mires sweetness in the dispositions of 
others, A nigzard cannot help admiring 
gencrosity in certain instances. Though 
&@ man may be impure, purity is to him a 
trait of angelic beauty. A man may be 
fickle, and yet admire firmness. Though a 
man be without dignity and honor, he 
cannot but admire dignity and honor in 
others. A man that is clumsy of speech 
admires man that is fluent of speech. 
A man may not have a musical pulse in 
him, and yet he may like to listen to music 
when it is produced by those who have 
music in their nature. We admire the 
higher qualities and nobler powers that 
are vouchsafed to man in some proportion 
to our lack of them. Our appreciation of 
themis somewhat in the ratio of the de- 
ficiency of them in ourselves.“ And we 
know itto bea fact that there is in our 
nature the foundationfor responsiveness 
to moral excellencies. Men admire not 
merely what they themselves possess. 
They admire whatever is great and good 
and pure in their fellow-men, as far as it is 
brought to their apprehension. 

But I shall be met here by many that 
have been taught that “the natural man 
receiveth not the things of the spirit of 
God, for they are foolishness unto him; 
neither can he know them, because they 
are spiritually discerned.” I shall be told 
that “the carnal mind is enmity against 
God; for it is not subject to the law of 
God, neither indeed can be.” And I shall 
be asked, “Is it possible for the mass of 
men to be what you say they can, and yet 
the Scripture to~be true?” Unquestion- 
ably so. For, if the natural man could not 
understand anything spiritural in the lit- 
eral sense of the term cannot, what founda- 
tion would there be for teaching? what 
foundation would there be for moral cul- 
ture? If the quéstion is whether men- 
having presented to them the law of God, 
as the rule of their life, will accept it as 
the dominant influence by which they are 
controlled, and conform their conduct and 
their plans to it, then men are at enmit 
with that law. They are at enmity with 
it asa master. If 1 see a man walking the 
street that is strong of limb, that is noble 
and benign of feature, and whose very at- 
titude is expressive of grace, and manli- 
ness, and beauty, and I am asked, “ Will 
you become a slave, and take that man as 
your master?”

And I 
have seen persons that were not regular 
in the exhibition of good traits, that were 
faulty in many respects, but the fragments 
of whose character were high colored, so 
that the effect of the light sh 
them was most pleasing. I have known 
men that were full of faults, who were far 
more impressive morally than men that 
were drawn in straight lines, as though 
they were ruled foracopy. Christians are 
apt to be pre-Raphelite. Painters that 
study to represent nature exactly are pre- 
Raphelites. And a pre-Raphelite picture 
will, on examination, although it is natural 
in all its details, be found to be cold and 
stiff. And I know persons who are 
minutly accurate in their outlines, whose 
colors are good, but who somehow, by rea- 
son of their precisionism, are cold and nar- 
row. A picture may be disagreeable 
though every one of the touches is cor- 
rect. P 

There is a way of handling moral qual- 
ities to make them seem beautiful; to give 
freshness and sweetness to them. There 
are some Christians that know how to 
make homeliness toward holiness seem 
transcendently beautiful. There have 
been parents the memory of whom was 
redemption to their children. The tides of 
the ocean could not wash away, tempests 
could not overthrow, that memory in the 
minds of those children. For long years 
it was that ideal of moral truth which was 
associated with the remembered example 
of father and mother that brought them 
back to God. And there have been Chris- 
tian parents, that I hope have gone to 
heaven, but of whom their children think, 
“Tf it is heaven that my father and mother 
have gone to, I do not want to go there.” 
Oh, what a misfortune it is to be good in 
such a way as to make goodness homely 
and ugly! And oh! how blessed it is to 
be good in such a way that, your light 
shining, and men seeing it, they shall say, 
“It is beautiful! it is beautiful!” And -it 
is the condition of Christ, not only that 
you are to be good, but that you are to let 
your light so shine that men shall see it, 
and admire it, and glorify God. It is not 
enough for you to have it; you must hold 
it up. 
Not in every way can you see a photo- 
graph. Ifone would examine a photo- 
graph that has just been sent in, he chooses 
his light, and looks at the picture at one 
angle, and then another, until at last he 
gets itin a right position; and then he 
says, “ Ah! n-w_ haveit.” And justso it 
is with folks. Looking at them in that 
way, or in that, they are blarred and out of 
proportion. You must see them in the 
right light and at the right angle; and then 
you will say, “ Admirable! utiful !’”

And 
what do I mean by ezpression but this— 
moral feeling conforming the features to 
its nature. We know that the highest 
beauty consists in royal features controlled 
by royal expression. If you contrast 
homely features, that have true moral and 
affectional expression behind them, ani- 
mating them, with radiantly beautiful 
features, without any moral-or affectional 
expression behind them, you cannot but 
recognize that truth which the world has 
determined as clearly as any question is 
eyer determined—namely, that true beauty 
is the result of the outshining of the higher 
nature. Our ordinary observation leads 
us to the same conclusion. We ¢ome to 
see that we act as though moral elements 
were beautiful, and mere physical things 
‘were not.

But moral beauty is not beautiful to us, 
frequently, because it is presented so often 
in conflict. Now and then people live so 
that their conduct is, in some sense, a per- 
fect reflection of some great quality. But 
ordinarily our moral qualities are at work. 
We are schoolmasters, taking care of a 
brood of mischievous ufchins in the soul. 
Our goodness is all broken up. And it 
sweats and toils in the various duties of 
daily life, 
ow, aman on the field of battle, after 
a long march, and covered with the grime 
and dirt of a summer's day, and tossed 
and whirled in the heat of the conflict, is 
not handsome; but after the battle is over, 
and the victory is gained, and he comes 
to be laureled, is beautiful. He is beauti- 
ful as a victor, though he is not beauti- 
ful as a contestant. And our moral quali- 
ties, -when men see them in battle—when 
they see them fighting, and too often quar- 
reling—do not seem beautiful to them. 


Again, these qualities do not seem beau- 
tiful because they are fragmentary and 
unsymmetrical Many a man's moral 
qualities are like flowers pulled in pieces, 
Every separate piece is beautiful, but it is 
no longer a flower. Many a man’s Chris- 
tianity is like a boy’s drawing-book of the 
human figure. Here is an eye; there isa 
nose; there is a mouth; there is a fore- 
head; there is a chin; there is a hand; 
there isa foot; there are all the different 
parts of the body, separated and put for 
copies, So it is with our moral qualities, 
too often. The eyes, and nose, and 
mouth, and forehead, and chin are all 
there; but the whole face is not together.

But it is because 
they do not understand religion. The 
mistake is in the very ideal. For that 
which is right, and just, and true, and no- 
ble, is radiantly beautiful. And if you are 
not more beautiful the moment you be- 
come a Christian than you were before, it 
is because you have miscarried. It is be- 
cause you have not the right ideal and at- 
tainment, And man’s good qualities, in- 
stead of being diminished and toned down 
by his becoming a Christian, should be 
augmented and made more radiant. Were 
ou, before you became a Christian, friend- 
PN You ought to be more gloriously 
riendly now. Were you kind and sym- 
pathetic as a man of the world? ‘And 
as a Christian—with a larger field, with 
nobler inspirations, with a truer commerce 
with your Father and your God, with all 
the largeness that comes to you asa deni- 
zen of the eternal world—are you walking 
among men in such a way as to give them 
the impression that you are narrowed, and 
cabined, and cribbed, and confined b

Now and then I think faults make a 
man interesting; but it is always when 
they are generous faults. When the cathe-

There are others—but why should I go 
on and‘show the unlovely ways in which 
people contrive to 7 the most lovely 
of lives? Why should gentleness fail to 
produce the effect that gentleness ought 
to produce? Why should humility fail 
to produce the effect that it was meant to 
produce? Why should not long-suffer- 
ing and patience produce the impression 
of beauty that they were designed to 
produce? Why should not aspiration, 
and yearning, and love, and praise, and 
gladness, and joy unspeakable and full of 
glory, seem attractive and reverend in 
the eyes of our children, and of all that 
are around about us? We should re- 
member the exhortation, Let your light 
so shine that men, seeing your good works, 
shall glorify your Father which is in heaven 
—that is, shall break out into an ecstacy 
of praise. I am afiaid that when men 
meet you they -do not break out into 
praise. I am afraid that we are too often a 
cause of doubt, of skepticism, and even of 
rebellion. It ought not to be so. 

But there is one step further. It isa 
source of great consolation to me to be- 
lieve that the direction of that work of 
God which is going on silently and invis- 
ibly in the human heart is continually 
toward the beautiful. Ihave shown you, 
purposely, how unlovely lovely things 
may be made to be, and how homely 
moral qualities may be made to appear. 
But there is force in this hidden work 
that is going on in the world, which is 
taking us in the direction of symmetry, 
and harmony, and beauty. And, though 
it may not be disclosed here, it will surely 
be disclosed in the kingdom of divine 
glory. And when we appear in heaven, 
everything that here marred harmony 
will have been left behind; everything 
that here concealed the radiance of beauty 
will have been brushed or blown away. 
And when we stand in Zion, and before 
God, every man will stand so as to be as 
beautiful as he is holy. It will not be 
that formal, cold, repelling beauty that 
sometimes is conceived of; it will be a 
beauty so sympathetic, so winning, that I 
think no person will meet another that is 
well known to him that his heart will not 
bound with ecstatic wonder, and that he 
will not exclaim, “ Who could have con- 
ceived of the grace of beauty that was 
in you?” Persons that all their life long 
have just been able to live in comparative 
peace with themselves, and that not 
without multiplied quarrels or’ misunder- 
standings, shall stand in such harmony 
that their amazement will overflow. 
What wondrous excellence will be found 
in cach that others did not know! Per- 
sons that have lived in antagonisms, or 
derided each other, or treated each other 
with abuse, will stand in God’s kingdom 
of glory with such glorified vision, seeing 
each other’s virtues; every pulse in them 
will say Brother, and they will enter upon 
a brotherhood for eternity. I think that 
heaven, so far as its society is concerned, 
will be memorable in this—that every 
man there will be musical to himself, 
Everything will be normal and _ beautiful 
to himself. And every one that he meets 
not only will be beautiful to him, but will 
excite in him a reacting moral response 
and delightful experiences, : 
In the grandest orchestras the music is 
made up of isolated parts, and the whole 
effect is the result of the gathering to- 
gether of these several isolated parts. 
nd in the other world there will be 
groups, and companies, and communities 
of persons so beautiful, so attuned to har- 
mony, and so interlaced in relationships 
of love, that to be happy is to act and to 
be acted upon. And rising out of that 
glorified throng, whose natures at last 
have begun to be responsive to beauty, 


them all, will be Him who is the chief 
among ten thousand and altogether lovely; 
in whose inexhaustible nature are theinflu- 
ences that shall develop, and stimulate, 
and enlarge, and exalt our lesser natures, 
he carrying us up forever and forever in 
augmenting excellence and felicity. And 
yet never shall we come near to the hight 
of that glory which God carries in the 
perfectness of infinite goodness. 

To that blessed Jand, then, let us turn 
our eyes among the jars, and discords, and 
disquiets of thislife. Look ferward. The 
day of attuning has come. A day is com- 
ing when all they that clash shall be har- 
monious, and all that are wretched 
shall be made joyful, and all that separ- 
ates us shall be taken out of the way, and 
there shall be one congruous community

THE CHRISTIAN CONVENTION. 


BY REV. LYMAN ABBOTT, 

WE have had a Pan-Anglican Conven- 
tion in London,a Pan-Presbyterian Con- 
vention in Philadelphia, and now a Pan- 
Christian Convention in New York. The 
great Metropolis has witnessed an extraor- 
dinary sight. For two days, a body of 
earnest Christians, laymen and clergymen, 
united by no ecclesiastical bonds, but 
solely by love for Christ, gathcred from all 
churches and from all quarters, have dis- 
cussed, with utmost diversity of form and 
freedom of thought, but with perfect accord 
of feeling and of heart, the most momentous 
and the most delicate and difficult prob- 
lems, concerning the organization of the 
church and the work of Christ. It is mis- 
called a state convention. The state has 
not been largely represented. On the other 
hand, other states have sent thither their 
representative men: Chicago, Mr. Moody ; 
Cincinnati, Mr. Thane Miller; Boston, 
Judge Smith ; Philadelphia, Mr. George H. 
Stuart. While Rev. Mr. Martin, of Virginia 
City, Nevada, has brought the greetings of 
the Pacific Coast; and Rev. Newman Hall 
has extended the right hand of Christian 
fellowship from our friends across* the 
water. I shall not attempt in a column 
to giye an adequate or continuous report 
of its proceedings. Leaving our readers to 
gather details from the daily papers, I 
shall give in this article a summary of re- 
sults attained and of impressions pro- 
duced. 

The convention assembled Wednesday 
morning, and occupied its first session in

But the 
opinion of one brother that we want no 
new scheme, only new life infused into 
old ones, meets the serise of the conven- 
tion as little as it does the exigency of the 
ease. We must reconsider the functions 
of the church. We must readapt our 
method, or fail utterly of our ends. So 
the afternoon discussion closes, with a 
strong sense of our need awakened, and 
no clear statemen: of the methods to pro- 
vide for it. 
2. The evening session begins to bring 
light. Lay preaching: is it desira’le, what 
should be its character, and how rendered 
most productive of good? This topic follows 
naturally the preceding one. Judge Smith 
Opens the discussion. A layman himself, 
he guards carefully against arousing cleri- 
cal prejudice. We suspect he has had to 
meet some it in conservative Boston. 
He believes in an ordained ministry. He 
desires not to trench on their office. He 
dislikes the term lay preaching, But lay- 
men should talk of Jesus. They should 
carry the Gospel in their hearts and on 
their tongues, careful to co-operate with 
their pastors in all their work. He sits 
down. We fear lest a dread of debate is 
going to deprive us of a radical discussion 
of this theme. Dr. Crosby, the next 
speaker, relieves our fears. The notion 
that the ministry form a priestly order is 
a relic of Judaism and Roman Catholi- 
cism. The minister is not a preacher—he 
is overseer. Of the fourteen qualities de- 
scribed by Paul as requisite to the pastor, 
one only relates to preaching, and is equal- 
ly applicable to Sabbath-school teaching 
—viz., Apt to teach. It is not the office of 
the modern minister to reach the masses. 
He is: not a missionary, It is his duty to 
organize and inspirit his church. Jt is 
their duty to do the preaching. 

Mr. George H. Stuart follows with a 
practicable plan to reduce these theories to 
practice. In New York City are 250 
evangelical pastors, They cannot preach 
to the 600,000 who lie without the church- 
es. But each pastor represents a church. 
And these churches might easily put into 
the field a thousand lay preachers, mer- 
chants, lawyers, literary men; men ac- 
customed in prayer-meeting and other 
public gatherings to public speaking, who, 
not abandoning their ordinary pursuits, 
should go two by two to proclaim the 
Gospel on the Sabbath day. And he calls 
on the Christian churches to hire the halls, 
the school-rooms, the theaters, and initiate 
the movement at once. Not only the lay- 
men may preach ; they must preach. They 
are the ones to reach the masses. Rich- 
ard Weaver and Bob. Cunningham, in 
England, preach to more of the common 
people than Newman Hall or Spurgeon. 
No minister in Chicago speaks to such 
masses of homeless ones as Mr. Moody. 
These two speeches, and the idea they 
express, are the feature of the convention. 
A laity to labor, a ministry to direct, is the 
unanimous and earnest conclusion to 
which almost every delegate, lay and cler- 
ical, directs his thoughts and words there 


received by the entire convention, who 
signify their approval at the time by 
hearty applause, and later by a resolution, 
in which they declare as the most import- 
ant result of their: deliberations the deep 
conviction that it isthe duty of Christian 
laymen, while not withdrawing from their

The evening session closes the meetings 
with a discussion of revivals, and of Chris- 
tian home influence, too brief to be satis- 
factory; and with half a dozen warm- 
hearted speeches of Christian fellowship, 
and of encouragement to practical duty.

SCOTCH DRINK. 


Is the outcry which the sellers and 
bibbers of strong drink are now raising 
against excise and prohibition there is an 
amusing jangle of contradictions. We 
are told that drunkenness is increasing by 
reason of our pharisaic statutes, and that 
to relax the rigors of law will diminish 
drinking. Again we hear that a license 
law will really be more stringent than the 
Maine Law—and, therefore, will be more 
acceptable to “respectable” rumsellers. 
But our New York groceries are as bitter 
against our Excise law as the Boston peo- 
ple are against prohibition. In that city 
the Post has the effrontery to raise the 
slogan of “ Adams and Liberty” in behalf 
of a great-grandson of John Adams, who 
goes in for Andrew Johnson and John 
Barleycorn. This is two-fold plagiarism, 
for Burns cries, 

; “Freedom and Whisky gang thegither, 

Tak aff your dram!" 
But, asa greater than Burns said, 80 we 
may say of the Boston Post and its sym- 
pathizers elsewhere : 
“ License they mean when they cry Liberty.” 

In Scotland, from time immemorial, 
they have had this sort of liberty, bur- 
dened only by a tax on spirits and by 
certain regulations concerning Sunday 
drinking. The latter are embodied in 
what is known as the Forbes M’Kenzie 
Act of 1854, which requires all public 
houses to be closed during the whole Sun- 
day, and at eleven o'clock at night on 
other days. This act, which is nearly co- 
incident in time with the general accept- 
ance of the Maine Law in America, has, 
of course, provoked the censure of the 
whisky-loving moralists of Scotland. They 
declare that it has stimulated drinking, 
increased hypocrisy, etc.; and they have 
brought up statistics to prove this. In a 
recent letter to the London Star, Mr. Dun- 
can Mckaren, a Scotch member of Parlia- 
ment, shows conclusively how fallacious 
these statistics are. Hoe oites figures to 
show that Scotland consumed in the four 
years 1851-1854 a yearly average of near- 
ly 7,000,000 gallons of spirits, or about 
ten quarts to every man, woman, and 
child. In the next four years the average 
number of gallons fell to 5,668,696 gallons, 
and forthe four ‘years 1863-66 was but 
4,878,166 gallons, or a little more than six 
quarts to each person. Mr. McLaren goes 
on to say: : 

“It thus appears that there has been a 
decreased consumptien since 1854, when 
the Forbes M’Kenzie \ct came into oper- 
ation, of no less than 2,086,924 gallons per 
annum, being about 80 per cent. But this 
comparison does not sufficiently indicate 
the favorable change which taken 
place in the habits of the people. 
the last fifteen years the population must 
have increased at least ten per cent. ; and 
hence, if no such change had taken place, 
the quantity consumed would have been 
10 per cent. greater than g the aver- 
age of the first period of four years, or 
7,606,599 gallons, And, the consumption 
during the average of the last period of 
four years being only 4,878,166 gallons, 
the comparative decrease is 2,728,433 gal- 
lons, or nearly 40 per cent. In the city of 
Edinburgh the cl of the public-houses 
on Sundays has caused quite a social rey- 
olution in favor of public decency on Sun- 

According to police statistics, pub- 
lished by the city magistrates, it appears 
that since 1853 the cases of drunkenness 
taken up on all the days of the week had 
diminished from 5,727 to 2,313; the num- 
ber during Sundays from 729 to 228; and 
the number from eight o’cleck on Sun- 
day mornings to eight o’clock on Mon day 
mornings from 401 in 1852 to 42 in 1866. 
It will thus be seen that the social benefits 
of the act have been of incalculable value 
in improving the habits of that portion of 
the people who fomerly outraged public 
decency.” 


‘We have here a reasonable statement of 
the operation of a very moderate law to 
regulate a Scotchman’s appetite for whis- 
ky. There is no occasion to doubt its sub- 
stantial accuracy, or that similar results 
will take place here when such laws are 
enforced. How far itis possible to go in 
the direction of forbidding the sale of 
liquors we will not here undertake to say ; 
but we do say that it is possible consider- 
ably to diminish that sale by legislation. 
If it were otherwise, we sheuld not see all 
the dealers banded together to resist the 
mildest laws, nor should we hear so much

Connecticut Congregational

The meeting grew out of a 
recent conference, in New Haven, of We 
directors of the Connecticut Home Mission- 
ary Society and clergymen from various parts 
of the state to consider the conditions and 
duties of the churches, especially in relation 
to the religious destitution of towns and 
elties. Wm. C. Crump, Esq., of New Lon- 
don, was moderator, and Rev. Elisha Whit- 
tlesey, of Waterbury, scribe. Rev. M. M. 
G. Dana, of Norwich, preached Tuesday 
evening, from Luke, xxiv., 4%—~“ Beginning 
at Jerusalem.” The leading subject of inter- 
est was the formation of a General Confer- 
ence of the churches. It was deemed expe- 
dient to organize such a body, anda consti- 
tution was accordingly adopted. Two other 
topics called out fall and earnest discussion.

Methodist Prosperity.—The 
latest statistical exhibit of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church shows that the denomina- 
tion has been marching forward since the 
Centenary as energetically as it ever did be- 
fore. The Centenary year yielded an increase 
of members which surprised us all—102,925 ; 
but the present ecclesiastical year shows a 
gain of 112,579. The gains of the two years 
amount to 215,504, over twenty-three per 
cent. on the whole membership of 1865—hard 
on to one-fourth of the entire churchmem- 
bership. And it isa gratifying fact that the 
principal increase of the last year has been in 
‘6 members in full connection.” Every mate- 
rial interest of the church has advanced also 
during the year, except the missionary cause. 
The increase ef church edifices for the year 
has: been 676; of parsonages, 256.. The re- 
tarns show an increase of the value of this 
kind of property amounting te nearly seven 
millions of dollars, the parsonage property 
alone being about a million. The regular 
ministerial force has been re-enforced mean- 
while by 418 preachers; the local ministry by 
388. The Centenary contributions are esti- 
mated at seven mi? ‘one /—the greatest volun- 
tary contribution ver made to religionin one 
year in the history of Christendom.

REVIVAL IN STOCKS. 


Tue revival in stock speculation during 
the week has been confined almost entire- 
ly to a few railways, though the general 
market has been moderately excited. The 
Express Stocks have been very active— 
Merchants’ Union taking the lead, and the 
old companies following—there being a 
very general belief that some kind of a 
combination would be formed resulting 
beneficially to all ofthem. The revival of 
speculative movements has been most 
strongly felt in the Northwestern roads, 
in Erie, New York Central, and Michigan 
Southern. The growing certainty that 
these great roads, together with Toledo, 
will soon be all consolidated under the 
management ofthe owners of the Hudson 
River and Harlem, and that the Commo- 
dore will control them all, and make them 
of equal vaiue, has given great confidence 
to speculators, and will probably ead to 
a eonsiderable advance in prices. Owners 
of New York Central stock to the amount 
of 18,000,000 dollars have put their proxies 
in the hands of Commodore Vanderbilt, 
with a request that he will select such’of- 
ficers as he may see fit, and adopt any 
line of policy he may think proper in the 
management of their interests. It is un- 
derstood that he can control about 75 per 
cent. of the stock. He will soon be'the 
aetual manager of a continuous line of 
rails from St. Johns Square to‘Chieago, 
having under his complete control the 
Hudson River, the Harlem, the Erie, the 
New York Central, and thé*roads beyond 
Lake Erie. He may well be called a rail- 


way king. It is about time that his old 
title of Commodore were dropped for one 
more applicable to his present command. 
The railroad receipts for October and 
‘November more than justify the advance 
that has taken place on the Stock Ex- 
change. 





MONEY MARKET. 


Tue demand for money has been active 
during the week, but there was no scarcity, 
and cali loans have been freely made at 6. 
to 7 per cent.:; while the discount market 
has been ‘a trifle more easy than during 
the week previous. Currency continues 
to flow from the West, while very little is 
going South. The activity in the stock 
market has increased the demand for ‘call 
loans, but the brokers have experienced 
no difficulty in making up their accounts. 
The banks make a less favorable ex- 
hibit in their weekly statement than 
had been « expected. The gold receipts 
of the custom-house of the week at- the 
Treasury office amount to $1,993,700. “The 
gold interest paid out amounts to $2,440,- 
800. The currency balances in thée’Treas- 
ury have gone up about $3,000,000 since 
last week. The bank deposits are 
$917,000 higher in gold, and $1,211,000 
lower’ in greenbacks. The general : de- 
posit line is thus made about the same as 
on the previous statement. The loans and 


6 increased demand would cause an in- 





crease of prices at once. Prints are now 
firm, and, as the raw material is not likely 
to fall much, any further reduction can 
hardly be anticipated. For the better 
qualities of brown goods, for bleaching, 
prices are not quite so stiff. 

There is @ moderate degree of activity 
in the demand for bleached goods, but 
little variation in’ prices. In some styles 
there has been a slight advance; but job- 
bers only buy from hand to mouth, and 
anticipate a decline which they will 
scarcely realize. Great caution is the 
characteristic of all dealings in domestics, 
and itis by no means to be deprecsted. 
In the existing state of things prudence 
is to be commended. 

Drills, canton flannels, and corset jeans 
are in better demand, and prices are 
firmer ; but this only applies to the supe- 
rior quakities. 

In prints there has been considerable 
liveliness, but the sales have not been 
large ; and, as the stock in first hands o! 
seasonable styles is small, and the mills are 
mostly working on half time, it is not 
probable that any further concessions of 
prices will be submitted to. It is also 
time for the manufacturers to commence 
printing lichter grades for the spring 
sales. Ginghams are notin demand and 
the prices are barely steady. 

Rolled jaconets and cambrics are in 
moderate request. Silesias are disposed of 
only in small lots, the demand for the 
clothing trade being, just now, very 
nearly suspended. 

Linseys are dull at nominal prices. 
Italians are in very limited demand; the 
importations of English Italian cloths has 
been very heavy this season. 

Muslin de Jaines have been in good re- 
quest ; the old styles having been pretty 
well exhausted, the new styles now being 
received by agents obtain an advance of 
full two cents a yerd. 

For the better styles of: woolen sha wls 
there has been an improved demand and 
prices are firm, but the inferior kinds are 
not in demand, and the stock in first hands 
is excessive. Kentucky jeans are inactive’ 
Flannels are in modcrate demand, and 
blankets are not in so great request as: 
might have been expected at this season 
of the year. Woolen goods of all kinds 
are inactive. 

The importations of foreign dry geods 
have very greatly diminished during the 
past month, but the stock in hand was so 
large that very little effect has been ex- 
hibited in prices, which still rule very low 
for all but the finer qualities of seasonable 
goods required for city trade. The mark- 
ing down of prices by the great retail. 
stores does not stimulate purchasers. Be- 
fore the great masses of the people can in- 
dulge in purchases of supeifluous articles 
of dress the prices of breadstufts must be 
considerably diminished. It takes all that 
a family in moderate circumstances ‘can 
afford to spend now to pay for food. In 
spite of Mr. McCullocth’s reduction of the 
eurrency andthe great ‘harvest of grain, 
flour is two dollars ‘a barrel] higher than it 
was last year.
